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GEM’S postbag swells in 

wake of mass protest 

Cattle market 
row is town’s 
hottest topic 


THE hot topic this 
week in Cowbridge 
has been the contin¬ 
uing row over the 
Vale Council’s pro¬ 
posal to use the cat¬ 
tle market site for 
extra care housing. 

In the wake of the 
huge turnout at the rally 
against the plan (reported 
in The GEM last week) 
we have received a huge 
post bag on the issue. 

The campaigners feel 
that the best way of keep¬ 
ing the cattle market is to 
stop the land being desig¬ 
nated in the Local 
Development Plan (LDP) 
as an area for residential 
housing. 

In particular, after the 
chairman of Cowbridge 
Chamber of Trade, Alun 
John, called for all the 
candidates in the local 
elections on May 3 to 
make their position clear, 
there has been a rush of 
responses.

The Leader of the Vale 
Council, Coun Gordon 
Kemp, has written on 
behalf of all the 
Conservative candidates, 
although Coun Ray 
Thomas of Llandow and 
Ewenny has broken

ranks and declared that 
he is opposed to the clo¬ 
sure of the livestock mar¬ 
ket. 

Alun John singled out 
the two sitting 
Cowbridge 
Conservatives, cabinet 
members Geoff Cox and 
Hunter Jarvie, asking 
them to make their posi¬ 
tion clear, and they have 
also responded with a 


joint letter. 

The Labour Party in 
the Vale has fallen short 
of promising to keep the 
livestock market, but has 
surprised many observers 
by saying that, if elected, 
they will scrap the LDP 
altogether, and go back to 
square one. 

The GEM has also 
received letters from 
David Harris, on behalf 
of the farming communi¬ 
ty.

POLICE in Cowbridge are asking residents 
to be vigilant, after metal thieves struck at 
the old Lower School building in Town Mill 
Road. 

The burglary took place between midnight on 
Thursday, April 12, and 9am on April 19 when the 
thieves removed a quantity of copper piping and 
radiators. 

Local Policing Inspector Mark Taylor said: “We 
want to ask our communities to help us clamp down 
on metal theft, by reporting any suspicious behav¬ 
iour. This is crucial to helping police detect this type 
of crime. ”

AM joins residents to look at 
Ystradowen speeding problem 


RESIDENTS in 
Ystradowen are 
campaigning to 
make the main road 
through the village 
safer - and invited 
their AM to see the 
problem first hand. 

Local resident Richard 
Skinner told The GEM: 
“On Lriday morning 
(April 20) at 7.30am,Vale 
AM Jane Hutt joined an 
ad-hoc PACT meeting in 
Ystradowen to see for 
herself traffic speeding 
through the village. 

“Residents are very 
concerned at the speed 
with which some vehi¬ 
cles pass through. This is 
a problem throughout the 
length of the village, but 
particularly critical in the 
area of the zebra cross¬ 
ing.” 

He said that children 
have to use the crossing 
to catch buses to school, 
and also use it to go to 
the park. 

He said: “Many vehi¬ 
cles simply do not stop 
for those waiting to cross 
and there have been 
numerous accidents, 
where those that do stop 
have been shunted into 
by those following who 
are not paying due atten¬ 
tion. 

“Cars have even been 
seen to overtake in this 
section of the village - 
which has a 30mph speed 


limit.” 

peso Hilary 

O’Callaghan was present 
and checked vehicle 
speed near the crossing. 

Jane Hutt said: “I was 
very concerned to see the 
speed of vehicles coming 
through the village of 
Ystradowen. 

Ms Hutt added: “I 
have been campaigning 
for speed safety meas¬ 
ures along the A4222 for 
many years with local 
people and community 
councils, and I will be 
raising my concerns with 
the Vale Council and the 
Police.” 

She said that proposals 
to reduce and deter 
speeding were needed, 
and that action was also 
needed to improve street 
lighting. 

Recently, the neigh¬ 
bouring village of 
Aberthin has had some 
measures designed to 
reduce speed introduced. 

Andrew Loosemore, 
operational manager - 
highways and engineer¬ 
ing at the Vale Council, 
said: 

“The council works in 
partnership with the 
police and other agencies 
to reduce casualties relat¬ 
ed to road traffic colli¬ 
sions. 

“As part of this initia¬ 
tive, the management of 
traffic speeds is impor¬ 
tant. 

“The Welsh 

Government recognises 
that a three-pronged 


approach to casualty 
reduction is necessary, 
involving enforcement, 
engineering and educa¬ 
tion.” 

He continued: “The 
police are responsible for 
enforcement and the 
council is involved with 
identifying and introduc¬ 
ing engineering solutions 
and in assisting with road 
safety education. 

“This section of road 


is 30mph and the council 
has in place the correct 
signs to indicate this. 
Unfortunately, a number 
of irresponsible motorists 
choose to ignore the 
signs and travel in excess 
of the limit. 

“It is noted that a 
peso was on site and 
viewed speeding 

motorists who, we trust, 
were duly cautioned. 

“The council under¬ 


took speed surveys in 
Y stradowen in April 
2010 . 

“The results indicated 
that a number of vehicles 
were travelling at speeds 
higher than the 
Association of Chief 
Police Officer's prosecu¬ 
tion threshold.”

First World War 
and Uncle Sam 


T he interest¬ 
ing letter 
from Dr 

Hicks headed ‘The 
facts about the US 
troops in Barry’ 
(The GEM, April 
19) refers to me at 
length and a con¬ 
versation Dr Hicks 
and I had after his 
recent lecture in All 
Saints Church, 
Barry. Clearly, his 
recollection differs 
widely from mine. 

What is beyond dis¬ 
pute, however, is that 
the American Navy 
made Barry their first 
port of call as they 
entered the First World 
War, even if the US 
Army didn’t (see page 
370: ‘Barry: The 
Centenary Book; the 
town that had had come 
of age:) 

As in the Second 
World War, this occa¬ 
sionally led to trouble 
on the streets of Barry; 
particularly around the 
notorious Gueret Street, 
Travis Street and 
Thompson Street area. 

‘Dough Boys’, the 
US soldiers might have 
been, the French were 
called ‘poilus’ - which 
most French soldiers 
did not care for, and 
instead coined the nick¬ 
name ‘Les bon- 
hommes.’ 

The American build¬ 
up in France was 
painfully slow, as the 
United States required 
months to mobilise and 
her manpower and 
resources were 3,000 
miles away from the 
Western Front. 

By January 1, 1918, 


only one American 
division had entered the 
line. 

Not only were the 
bulk of the Americans 
unready for action; it 
was also the set purpose 
of their commander. 
General John Joseph 
Pershing, to form them 
into a separate army 
group as befitted the 
stature of the United 
States. 

With this in mind, he 
viewed apprehensively 
any suggestion of his 
men entering the vortex 
of battle by detach¬ 
ments. 

In the meantime, the 
severely weakened 
British and French 
forces had to fight it out 
by themselves. 

Eventually, on June 
1, 1918, a US machine- 
gun battalion took part 
in defending Chateau 
Thierry; and on June 6, 
the US 2nd Division 
counter attacked at 
Belleau Woods. 

These interventions, 
following the capture of 
Cautigny on the Somme 
on May 28, indicated 
that a new force had at 
last entered the field 
and the German High 
Command realised that, 
at last, it had lost the 
race against time. 

Six months later, the 
Great War “to end all 
wars” (how wrong was 
that?) finally came to 
an end.

the authority have not consulted the league and 
referees, the main stake-holders at the centre. 

At a rather bizarre meeting, we were bluntly 
told that the Barry Regneration Fund had no 
money for this project. This was our only hope 
because the council have not offered finance for 
ten years. 

That the building needs some work is an 
understatement because since 1963, when it was 
opened, very little has been spent on it, particu¬ 
larly in the last decade. 

There are rotting main hall floorboards, part 
of the roof is falling in, and the heating system 
breaks down. Health and safety issues abound. 

Whatever your political inclinations, the 
council has - whatever they say to the contrary 
- a ‘hidden agenda’. The idea is strengthened 
when current all-party election propaganda 
rarely mentions Vale sport priorities in their 
manifestos. 

Regarding the banners - the first on Port 
Road West was situated on private land, with the 
owner’s permission. 

Banner number two was placed on the divid¬ 
ing fence of the owner of the adjoining house 
and the sports centre, and was quickly removed 
to avoid contact with council property. 

I’m not a political animal, but the difference 
between the politicians is non-existent. If people 
are concerned about the dilapidated facilities 
they can go to the sports centre - see and 
believe.

with critics of 
the LDP - it’s 
a charter for hous¬ 
ing developers with 
no proposals for 
associated trans¬ 
port infrastructure. 

Retail development 
and transport chaos such 
as Culverhouse Cross 
could be repeated at 
Weycock Cross and 
other locations, like the 
housing sprawl in 
Rhoose with no town 
centre. 

Proposing a rail spur 
to the airport is an empty 
gesture, until our railway 
is electrified, while fea¬ 
sible stations at 
Boverton and Gileston 
are ignored. 

The second big omis¬ 
sion is of any protection 
for our rural environ¬ 
ment. The 1999 UDP 
inquiry considered the 
case for a green belt, 
argued primarily by 
Friends of the Earth and 
CPRW 

The Inspector agreed 
and said a green belt 
should cover the eastern 
Vale and north Barry, as 
far west as Five Mile 
Lane. 

The council was 
unable to dispute this 
argument, but still voted 
down this proposal. 

It’s symptomatic that 


the LDP 

the Planning Officer this 
time doesn’t argue it, but 
just suppresses the 
whole idea. 

Nevertheless, FoE 
again put in for a green 
belt and see this as a 
way to defeat the huge 
housing developments. 

Another argument to 
defeat them is that 
Cardiff’s housing 
demand is best met on a 
regional basis, with new 
building in Valley com¬ 
munities that want reju¬ 
venation and which are 
served by the valley 
lines scheduled for 
improvement and poten¬ 
tially for electrification. 

FoE calls on aspiring 
election candidates to be 
confident enough to 
speak out not just 
against their local hous¬ 
ing allocations, but for 
rejecting the basis of the 
LDP. 

They can see rejecting 
it as ‘unsound’, as 
Cardiff’s first version 
was judged. 

Transportation and 
green belt are two key 
issues on which sound¬ 
ness hinges. 

A third is the lack of a 
plan for municipal waste 
facilities, as waste plan¬ 
ning law prescribes.

Housebuilding: 

the incentives 


T he Vale has 
one of the 
largest nett 
outflow of com¬ 
muters to work 
places in Wales, and 
in Cowbridge more 
than 75 per cent of 
workers travel to 
work, with many of 
these travelling out¬ 
side the Vale. 

If south-east Wales as 
a whole was considered 
for additional housing, 
instead of the various 
council areas, would a 
sustainability assessment 
put so many houses in 
rural areas away from 
amenities, public trans¬ 
port and employment or 
would more houses be 
allocated to Cardiff? 

The Vale has a finite 
income coming from 
government grants and 
council tax. More houses 
mean more council tax 
income, in addition to 
the one off section 106 
payments from the 
developers. 

It is cheaper, there¬ 
fore, to add additional 
houses to existing com¬ 


munities as additional 
services provision etc 
will be cheaper than a 
brand new community 
and that appears to be 
the premise for the scat¬ 
tering of additional 
houses to various com¬ 
munities throughout the 
Vale. 

The sustainability 
assessment will support 
this approach because 
some amenities are 
aheady present in these 
communities. However, 
in Cowbridge, additional 
housing has been built 
over the last 30 years 
with very little increase 
in services or amenities. 

All of the schools are 
full, the sewage works is 
at capacity and public 
transport and roads are 
worse than they were 30 
years ago. I suspect 
there is a similar story 
throughout the Vale in 
the communities affected 
by the LDP. In summary, 
I am not sure the 
individual unitary 
authorities are sustain¬ 
able financially - but 
that is another story

This problem 
also existed at the peak 
times last summer, while 
children were on holi¬ 
days - an absolute dis¬ 
grace! 

It has resulted in 
Barry folk having to 
travel to Cardiff because 
of this ridiculous closing 
time - a daunting trip for 
pensioners, frustrating 
for residents, and expen¬ 
sive for most people in 
these hard times. 

The situation has gone 
on far too long for the 
problems to be ‘tempo¬ 
rary’ - and the 50,000 
plus Barry people, and 
our neighbouring com¬ 
munities, deserve a fully 
functioning hospital.

years out of the last 
eight, which is as good 
as you can do, because a 
winner is not eligible the 
following year!” 

The pub is a totally 
free house, with five real 
ales at any one time, 
four of them permanent 
(Butty Bach, Bishop’s 
Finger, Wye Valley HPA 
and HB). 

The HB is a link with 
the distant past, as the 
pub used to be a 
Hancock’s pub, before 
the Cardiff brewer was 
swallowed up in a series 
of mergers. 

The fifth beer rotates 
between guest ales, 
many from Wales, 
including the Vale of 
Glamorgan Brewery in 
Barry, Bull Mastiff from 
Penarth, and Otley from 
Pontypridd, and these 
last as long as the barrell 
lasts. 

Two to three days is 
the average, but the 
record is three hours! 

James acknowledges 
that he is carrying on a 
long-established tradi¬ 
tion. This is his first pub 
of the year award, while 
the previous three were 
under Alastair’s steward¬ 
ship. 

He added: “We find 
people from all walks of 
life come to the Vale of 
Glamorgan Inn, because 
they like the atmosphere, 
and we won’t be making 
any changes to that!”

‘Scrap the 
LDP’ says 
Labour 


IN A shock move 
just one week before 
the local elections, 
the Labour Party in 
the Vale has pledged 
to scrap the Local 
Development Plan 
(LDP) and start all 
over again. 

Coun Neil Moore, the 
Leader of the Labour 
Group in the Vale said: 
“A Labour-run Vale 
Council will go back to 
the drawing board and 
begin the process again. 
The current process is 
flawed and unsustain¬ 
able. 

“No consideration has 
been taken of the current 
infrastructure, and the 
original premise of only 
looking for development 
in Barry, Penarth, Dinas 
Powys and Wenvoe is not 
realistic or justifiable.” 

A swift response came 
from Coun Jeff James 
on behalf of the 
Conservatives, who said: 
“I am extremely disap¬ 
pointed that Labour have 
chosen this cynical ploy 
which is clearly an 
attempt to boost their 
flagging campaign. 

“During the six week 
consultation, many peo¬ 
ple took the time to sub¬ 
mit their representations 
and views and now Neil 
Moore intends to toss 
their views aside. 

“The whole point of 
the consultation is to 
seek the views of resi¬ 
dents and every one of 
their submitted views 
will be considered, eval¬ 
uated and taken into 
account. 

“Only once this full 
assessment has been car¬ 
ried out will the final 
plan be published, in 
approximately 12 months 
time, and another and 
final six-week consulta¬ 
tion exercise will be 
undertaken then. 

“This is blatant elec¬ 
tioneering of the worst 
kind and I trust the peo¬ 


ple of the Vale will see 
right through it.” 

Coun Moore told The 
GEM: “We will have 
proper consultation, 
making the process more 
transparent and easier for 
members of the public to 
respond. 

“People need to have 
the opportunity of mak¬ 
ing responses using 
everyday language and 
not the overcomplicated 
on-line process that the 
Tories required everyone 
to use.” 

Coun Moore added 
that he felt that one 
important issue was that 
there was too much hous¬ 
ing allocated for the east¬ 
ern Vale. 

A number of Labour 
candidates agreed. 

Penarth Labour candi¬ 
date Lis Burnett said, 
“The whole process was 
flawed and gave no 
thought to transport or 
traffic issues in Penarth.” 

Barry candidate 
Claire Curtis also com¬ 
mented, “The develop¬ 
ment at Weycock Cross 
and Wenvoe will put an 
unacceptable burden on 
Port Road and cannot be 
approved.” 

Cowbridge candidate 
Camilla Beaven, how¬ 
ever, was concerned 
about plans in her area, 
saying: “Although the 
LDP is concentrated on 
the east of the Vale, there 
are considerable con¬ 
cerns in Cowbridge and 
the rural areas, such as 
building on the 
Cowbridge Market site.” 

Nic Hodges, the Plaid 
Leader on the Vale 
Council, told The GEM 
that it was “farcical” that 
Labour had revealed this 
policy at such a late 
stage. 

He said that Plaid 
would consider the situa¬ 
tion very carefully if 
Labour were elected, 
adding that he was 
“amazed” at the turn of 
events.

In his letter, he disagrees with 
Coun Gordon Kemp over what was 
decided when the Leader met the 
farmers to accept a petition against 
the market closure. 

Dr Chris Pearce, on behalf of the 
Cowbridge Residents’ Group, has 
also written in support of the cam¬ 
paign. 

All of these views are on this page. 

Speaking to The GEM, Alun John 
said that the campaign would con¬ 
tinue after the local elections, irre¬ 


spective of which party was in 
power. 

He said that the campaign had 
received support from a number of 
individual candidates, including 
Gwyn John and Eric Hacker from 
Llantwit, Plaid’s Nic Hodges and Val 
Hartery from Barry and Dinas 
Powys respectively, and Richard 
Bertin (formerly Labour but now an 
independent). 

He said that the Labour party’s 
stance in promising to scrap the 
LDP held out some hope, but he 
would have to reserve judgement. 


He said that, in the light of last 
week’s letter from Couns Cox and 
Jarvie, which promised that there 
would be no nett loss of parking 
spaces if the extra care housing went 
ahead, he would want to see firm 
details. 

He said: “There is a lot of spin 
coming from the Vale Council when 
talking about the parking situation. 
One minute they talk about the live¬ 
stock market, and then they switch 
to the cattle market. 

“I can’t help feeling that this is to 
confuse the situation.” 


He emphasised: “We agree with 
the residents’ group’s calculation of 
170 lost parking spaces, and we 
would want to see a very clear expla¬ 
nation of how the council will keep 
them.” 

He added: “I still feel that the 
council wants to sell this land to help 
fill a massive hole in its budget 
“The campaign will continue, and 
we are currently investigating find¬ 
ing the funds to challenge this in the 
courts - all the way to the High 
Court if necessary.”

A S many of 

your readers 
will be 

aware, there has 
been considerable 
publicity recently 
about the future of 
the livestock mar¬ 
ket site in 
Cowbridge. 

As candidates, we 
have been put under 
pressure to commit our¬ 
selves to the continua¬ 
tion of the market on its 
present site. 

We wish to make 
clear that we fully 
appreciate and sympa¬ 
thise with the views of 
those promoting the 
campaign, but as has 
already been stated by 
us, we cannot accede to 
this pressure. 

As the council’s cabi¬ 
net members responsi¬ 
ble for legal services 
and visible services, we 
have been kept closely 
informed of discussions 
and indeed, legal pro¬ 
ceedings, that have 
taken place between the 
council and the market 
operators. 

It would be improper 
and indeed possibly ille¬ 
gal for us to disclose the 
nature of matters which 
are confidential and 
ongoing. We therefore 
cannot make a public 
commitment to any par¬ 
ticular course of action 
at this stage, as it would 
be prejudicial to those 
ongoing negotiations. 

It is a matter of 
record that neither 
Labour nor Plaid groups 
on the Council voted 
against the draft Local 
Development Plan 
going out for consulta¬ 


tion in its present form 
- whatever view their 
candidates may choose 
to adopt this campaign. 

The plan is still a 
draft and will be 
reviewed in the light of 
all representations 
received. 

We stand on our 
record as representatives 
of the Cowbridge ward 
over the past four years; 
a newly-built compre¬ 
hensive school at a cost 
of £21 million, the 
refurbishment of the 
local library, the re-sur¬ 
facing and repaving of 
the High Street and 
other roads in need of 
attention, the £3.7m 
spent on the Cowbridge 
bypass to give it a new 
lease of life, the intro¬ 
duction of one of the 
top recycling systems of 
any Welsh authority, an 
annual reduction in sen¬ 
ior management salaries 
of over half a million 
pounds, to mention but 
a few.

they were keen to see a 
Waitrose store built on 
the present site. 

As time was running 
out, the council agreed a 
short term extension to 
their occupation of the 
present site, to afford 
them as much help as 
possible in making their 
alternative arrange¬ 
ments. 

The council has never 
threatened to “close ” 
the market; the market 
lease expired, and the 
council has been more 
than accommodating in 
helping the operators 
with their plans. 


Clearly, it would not 
be appropriate for any 
councillors or candi¬ 
dates to give any cate¬ 
gorical assurances as to 
the future operation of 
the livestock market 
whilst legally and com¬ 
mercially sensitive - not 
to mention confidential - 
discussions with the 
market operators are 
on-going. 

The council’s cabinet 
is acutely aware of the 
pressing need to provide 
extra care housing facil¬ 
ities for the elderly in 
the western Vale. 

In light of this, a deci¬ 


sion was made in princi¬ 
ple to allocate this site 
for such use, if and 
when in the future the 
market ceased to oper¬ 
ate there. 

A5 part of that deci¬ 
sion, and to reflect par¬ 
ticularly the concerns of 
local members, it was 
confirmed that the part 
of the site should also be 
used for public parking, 
so there would be no net 
loss of parking facilities 
on the overall market 
site. 

Subsequent meetings 
have been held by the 
Leader with both the 


market operators and 
representatives of the 
wider farming communi¬ 
ty, which are still contin¬ 
uing. 

As things stand at 
present, the Leader is 
still awaiting a response.

‘OUR COMMUNITY NEEDS 
THE LIVESTOCK MARKET^ 


HE statement 
(The GEM, 
April 19) by 
Councillors Geoff 
Cox and Hunter 
Jarvie contains a 
number of mislead¬ 
ing points that I 
would like to clarify 
as one of the farm¬ 
ing representatives 
that met with the 
Leader of the Vale 
Council on 
November 10, 2011. 

In particular: 

• We have no recol¬ 
lection of agreeing to 
any specific feedback 
except to organise a fur¬ 
ther meeting in the New 
Year (2012). 

• The leader raised 
with us the existence of 
a proposed alternative 
site for the market at St 
Mary Hill, but stated 
that there would be no 
funding available from 
the council to develop 
the site. 

The farming represen¬ 
tatives made it very clear 
at the meeting that they 
preferred the livestock 
market to remain in its 
present location. This 
alternative site was not 
put forward to the coun¬ 
cil by “one of the present 
market operators”, but 
by a private individual. 

• The cabinet of the 
council made the deci¬ 
sion to sell the market 
site in June 2011, based 
on the Rural Housing 
Market Assessment 
undertaken by Eordham 
Research in 2010, which 
made no reference to the 
need for extra housing 
care for the elderly in 
Cowbridge. 

In addition, there was 
no consultation with the 
farming community, the 


farming unions, 
Cowbridge Town 
Council, or the 
Cowbridge Chamber of 
Trade before this deci¬ 
sion was made. 

# The minute of the 
cabinet meeting makes 
reference to the develop¬ 
ment of the sites adja¬ 
cent to the town for car 
parking. However, most 
of this area is already 
used for car parking and 
certainly would not in 
any way achieve ‘no nett 
loss of car parking 


spaces’ as stated by 
Couns Geoff Cox and 
Hunter Jarvie. 

We, however, are still 
waiting for the council 
to specifically acknowl¬ 
edge that they have 
received a petition 
signed by more than 
1,190 people, registering 
their opposition to the 
closure of the market 
and that the existence of 
this petition has been 
raised to the full Vale 
Council. 

Einally, we welcome 


the news that the market 
operators have secured a 
license to operate the 
market for a further 12 
months and hope that 
within this period, the 
newly-elected council 
will positively respond 
to the strong feeling 
voiced at the recent 
demonstration, and 
rescind the decision to 
develop the market site 
for residential use.

‘Promise needs clarification’ 


T he last-minute statement 
from councillors Geoff Cox 
and Hunter Jarvie on the 
cattle market issue (letter to The 
GEM, April 19) is misleading and 
does nothing to resolve the con¬ 
cerns expressed by the local com¬ 
munity in the large public demon¬ 
stration; the three unacknowl¬ 
edged petitions (which total more 
than 4,000 signatures); and 
numerous letters and LDP repre¬ 
sentations from local community 
groups, opposing the proposed 
sale and allocation of the cattle 
market site for housing in the 
draft LDP. 

This LDP allocation stems from 
the resolution (without community 
consultation) by the Vale Council 
cabinet (including our two council¬ 
lors) on September 20, 2006, deem¬ 
ing the cattle market site “surplus to 
the Council’s requirements and to dis¬ 
pose of the site” (reconfirmed at the 
June 11, 2011 cabinet). 

This residents’ group wrote to the 
Leader of the council (with copies to 
our councillors) on July 16, 2011, 
challenging the “surplus to require¬ 
ments” phrase and requesting that the 
requirements of Cowbridge residents, 
ratepayers, farmers and visitors are 
also taken into consideration in mak¬ 
ing decisions on the fate of council- 
owned property in the town. 

We have received no reply to this 
letter, apart from an acknowledge¬ 


ment of its receipt. 

The letter from our councillors 
says the council leader is “awaiting 
feedback” from community represen¬ 
tatives, but it is clearly the reverse in 
our case. 

Their letter also claims that “if we 
are elected to a Conservative admin¬ 
istration, there will be no net loss of 
public car parking spaces” which is 
in contrast to the LDP, which makes 
provision under Policy MG 2(11) for 
a unified public car park along the 
town walls guided by a development 
brief that only adds an area for 25-30 
extra spaces to the existing parking 
there. 

Neither the councillors’ letter nor 
the LDP give any indication of where 
the balance of more than 170 lost 
spaces would be found. 

LDP Policy MG 15 allocates 
greenfield land at St Mary Hill for a 
replacement cattle market, which 
nobody in the community wants, and 
is financially undeliverable. 

We already have a functioning cat¬ 
tle market and car parking site in the 
right place, satisfying the community 
needs, and do not want planners or 
councillors to change its function or 
location.

ONE of the great 
stalwarts of the 
Royal British 
Legion in the Vale, 
John Hobbs, has 
passed away. 

John (79) a former 
member of the RAF, died 
at his home in Hywel 
Crescent, Barry, on 
Thursday, April 12 - the 
house where he was 
bom. 

Members of the Royal 
British Legion said they 
would remember him as 
a man with an abiding 
passion for the organisa¬ 
tion and what it stood for. 

The GEM last spoke 
to John, who served with 
the County of Glamorgan 
Squadron at Llandow, on 
Remembrance Sunday 
last November when he 
spoke of how encouraged 
he had been by the large 
numbers of people who 
had attended Barry 
Cenotaph to pay their 
respects. 

At the time, he said: 
“It was an excellent 
turnout, the best I’ve 
known for a very long 
time. 

“This year is the 90th 
anniversary of the Royal 
British Legion and it is 
important not only to pay

our respects to those who 
died, but the living who 
have survived conflicts. 

“I was very encour¬ 
aged by the number of 
young children who 
attended the Cenotaph, 
and by the numbers from 
local schools that were at 
the cemetery on 
Armistice Day.” 

This week, the presi¬ 
dent of the Barry branch, 
Keith Harris, paid the 
following tribute: “John 
was really committed to 
the Legion. He was the 
chairman for nine years 
and before that the secre¬ 
tary. 

“He helped to arrange 
the parades, monthly 
meetings and wreath-lay¬ 
ing ceremonies. 

“He also helped 
Gareth Howe with the 
‘Barry Remembers’ 
appeal which helped to 
update the Hall of 
Remembrance at the 
Memorial Hall and fund 
repair work to the 
Cenotaph. 

“He was very knowl¬ 
edgeable about the 
Forces, and I think his 
work with the Royal 
British Legion was what

kept him going in the 
final months of his life.” 

Former president of 
the Barry branch, Tim 
O’Sullivan told The 
GEM: “He was a very 
proud Barry boy. He 
worked for the town 
council and also instruct¬ 
ed at Barry College in IT. 

“He had a terrific 
interest in getting young 
people involved in 
‘Remembrance’. If there 
was an event, he used to 
say: ‘How can we 
involve the youth in 
this?’ 

“It was thanks to him 
that Armistice Day, 
November 11 at Barry 
Cemetery was so well 
attended by local 
schools. It is a now a 
growing event. 

“He thought that if 


children understood 
‘Remembrance’ and their 
debt of gratitude, it 
would see them through 
life in a better way. 

“Every anniversary - 
all the way back to the 
Battle of Trafalgar - was 
something John wanted 
to mark with a wreath¬ 
laying ceremony. He’d 
make sure some of the 
Legion boys would come 
along too. 

“He was the person 
who came up with the 
name for the appeal to 
get funds for the 
Cenotaph and Hall of 
Remembrance in Barry. 

“We were at a meeting 
with Gareth Howe and 
wondering how we were 
going to raise the neces¬ 
sary funds. 

“We were trying to 
think of a suitable name 
for the appeal and John 
suddenly said: ‘Barry 
Remembers!’ 

“He was a lovely man. 
A trojan for the Royal 
British Legion.” 

John’s funeral will be 
held at St Mary ’5 Church, 
Holton Road, on 
Monday, April 30 at 
10.15am, followed by a 
service at the Vale of 
Glamorgan Crematorium 
on Port Road at 12 noon.

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HOW THE WELSH ASSEMBLY IS PUTTING 
THE EQUALITY AGENDA INTO EFFECT... 


T his week, I 
made a state¬ 
ment to the 
Assembly on our 
Strategic Equality 
Action Plan, which I 
launched on April 2, 
explaining how the 
Welsh Government is 
taking forward the 
promotion of equali¬ 
ties and laying out 
how we will deliver 
the ‘Specific Equality 
Duties’ under the pro¬ 
visions of the Equality 
Act 2010. 

Promoting equality of 
opportunity has been a 
cornerstone of Welsh 
Government policy and 
programmes since its 
inception. The 
Government of Wales 
Acts have placed this as 
a central principle - that 
there should be equality 
of opportunity for all 
people in Wales. 

This has been 
strengthened further by 
the Equality Act 2010 
which represents the cul¬ 
mination of years of 
debate and work to 
improve British equality 
law in all its dimensions 
and spheres. 

Under this Act public 
authorities are required to 
bring in Specific Equahty 
Duties and we were the 
first Government in 
Britain to bring these 
fully into force to help 
public authorities better 
perform their general 
equality duty.. 

We are also the only 
Government that has a 
statutory obligation to 
carry out Equality Impact 
Assessments on all our 
policies and practices.

vulnerable people in society, who are completely 
to maintain a quality of life and basic living needs’ 


We also took on board 
the requirement to 
engage and consult in 
drawing up equality 
objectives which are pub¬ 
lished in our plan. In 
England, the UK 
Government has hmited 
their implementation of 
the Equality Act com¬ 
pared to Wales. 

Their equality duties 
only require the publica¬ 
tion of sufficient infor¬ 
mation to demonstrate 
compliance with the gen¬ 
eral equality duty. 

In Scotland, the draft 
regulations have only just 
been laid before the 
Scottish Parliament and 
will come into force at 
the end of May. 

So Wales is ahead in 
introducing robust specif¬ 
ic duties, as a result of 
extensive consultation 
and has produced the 
first full Equality Plan for 
delivery. 

We believe it is vital 
to implement the 
Equality Act 2010 in full, 
in line with our commit¬ 
ments to embed equali¬ 
ties into policy, planning 
and action and linking 
closely to other commit¬ 
ments by the Welsh 
Government such as the 
‘Tackling Poverty Action 
Plan’ which engages aU 
Ministers in action to 
tackle poverty and 
inequality in Wales. 

With the evidence we 
gained from research and 
consultation we have 
drawn up six equality 
objectives. The first 
objective concerns the

provision of advice, 
information and advoca¬ 
cy services to help peo¬ 
ple understand their 
rights and entitlements. 

Providing good quality 
advice is a major priority 
at a time of major change 
with the scale of welfare 
reform introduced by the 
UK Government already 
having a major impact on 
peoples’ lives as benefits 
are cut back and cur¬ 
tailed. 

Analysis by the 
Institute of Eiscal Studies 
suggests on average, 
households in Wales can 
expect to lose 4.1 per 
cent of their income as a 
result of tax and benefits 
changes (£1,110 per 
year). This compares 
with a UK average loss 
of 3.8 per cent. 

Wales has some of the 
most vulnerable people 
in society, who are com¬ 
pletely dependent on 
welfare payments to 
maintain a quality of life 
and basic living needs. 

So support for our 
advice, information and 
advocacy services are 
vital to assist people and 
to help those who could 
face hardship, poverty 
and inequalities as a 
result of these changes 
and are now a key equal¬ 
ity objective for the 
Welsh Government, 

The second equality 
objective relates to tack¬ 
ling the causes of 
unequal pay as a result of 
gender, ethnicity and dis¬ 
ability and the impact 
that has on work and life 
chances. 

As a Government, we 
have made clear our 
objection to the introduc¬ 
tion of so called ‘regional 
pay’ by the UK 
Government. 

It was good to gain 
cross-party support for 
this position in the 
Senedd before the Easter 
recess. 

A great deal was said 
about the adverse impact 
this would have on 
women in the public sec¬ 
tor where we have been 
seeking to implement the 
Equal Pay Act and over¬ 
come long standing 
inequalities which are 
reflected in the public 
and private sectors. 

The third equality 
objective relates to our 
work to reduce the num¬ 
ber of young people not 
in education, training and 
employment. 

The fourth objective 
focuses on our work to 
reduce the incidence of 
violence against women, 
domestic abuse, hate 
crime, bullying, ‘honour 
based violence’ and elder 
abuse. 

It was good to see the 
Women’s Institutes join¬ 
ing forces with Mumsnet 
in writing to Ken Clarke, 
the Justice Secretary, 
about their concerns that 
the plans to reform legal 
aid will hurt victims of 
domestic violence. 

The Bill has returned 
to the Commons this 
week and this powerful 
alliance should have an 
influence as the cut back 
of legal aid could put the 
clock back in our work to 
protect the victims of 
domestic abuse. 


The fifth objective is 
to tackle barriers and 
support disabled people 
so that they can live inde¬ 
pendently and exercise 
choice in their daily 
lives. 

We are developing a 
framework for action on 
independent living for 
disabled people and it 
was good to join the re¬ 
launch of the Disability 
Index for disabled chil¬ 
dren and young people at 
the HUB last week in 
Barry with Vale People 
Eirst and and the 
Children and Young 


Peoples’ Partnership. We 
must pull together across 
Government in Wales to 
promote this. 

Einally, we are com¬ 
mitted to improving the 
involvement of under¬ 
represented groups in 
public appointments 
where public bodies have 
considerable power and 
influence over policy and 
delivery of services in 
Wales. 

The Equality and 
Human Rights 
Commission will regulate 
the duties under the 
Equality Act and will be 


monitoring the imple¬ 
mentation of the duties 
across all public bodies n 
Wales. 

This is a national 
equalities agenda which, 
arguably, is needed more 
than ever because of the 
profound changes that 
are taking place to the 
social and financial cir¬ 
cumstances of Welsh citi¬ 
zens -as a result of 
changes to social legisla¬ 
tion, which came into 
being following the pio¬ 
neering Beveridge 
Report, in the last 
century.

Much-travelled Frank

F rank jameson 

was one of 
Llancarfan’s best 
loved and respected citi¬ 
zens, and it was a great 
loss to the community 
when he died on March 
29 this year. 

Frank was a gentleman in

No progress on 
ambulance 
response times 


O NE of the first surgery 
cases I dealt with in 
May 2010 was one that 
concerned poor ambulance 
response times in the Vale. 

At the time, the Welsh 
Government Minister responsible for 
Health offered warm words, but 
nothing was really done to rectify the 
matter. 

All too regularly, I hear of ambu¬ 
lance delays and have reported sever¬ 
al serious incidents involving Vale 
residents to the Wales Ambulance 
Services and Health Minister. 

The latest figures published in 
March show that ambulance response 
time targets have been missed again. 
Despite a largely mild winter, the all- 
Wales average response times have 
slipped, compared to the same period 
last year. 

These figures are abysmal, and an 
indictment of just how bad the situa¬ 
tion facing the Welsh NHS has 
become. 

Hardworking paramedics need to 
be backed up by fresh investment in 
response vehicles and smoother tran¬ 
sition arrangements at hospitals to 
prevent ambulances being blocked 
up, waiting to transfer patients. 

I fear that such investment may be 
difficult due to cuts to the Welsh 
NHS, sadly the only part of the UK 
reducing health spend. 

Another report published last 
month, this time by the Public 
Services Ombudsman, exemplified 
the complaints that I’ve received 
from local residents in the western 
Vale. 

The complaints were based on the 
length of time it took for an ambu¬ 
lance to attend following the 999 
calls made to the service. 

The report found that the Welsh 
Ambulance Services failed to deploy 
ambulance resources to patients in a 
reasonable time frame, and that their 
deployment had indeed been over¬ 
looked. 

So, questions need to be asked at 
the highest level of the Welsh 
Government - why are we seeing a 
sustained trend of ambulances failing 
to respond promptly to emergency 
calls? 

The Health and Social Care Bill 
has completed its tortuous journey 
through the parliamentary process. 
Some believe that the reforms are

controversial. I am a strong supporter 
of the Bill for a number of reasons; I 
believe it will bring about fresh inno¬ 
vation and new approaches to health¬ 
care that have the opportunity to 
drive efficiency and value for money 
in what is the UK’s most treasured 
public service. 

Ambulance provision needs 
reforming in Wales. We cannot stand 
still. 

Here, however, we won’t benefit 
from such changes. The opposition’s 
criticisms throughout the extended 
parliamentary scrutiny failed to offer 
an alternative, leaving their model in 
Wales as an example of their policy 
outcomes: cuts in NHS spending, 
longer waiting times, slower 
response times for ambulances in 
Wales, poor mortality rates, higher 
infection levels and the non-avail¬ 
ability of cancer drugs for some 
patients. 

This situation also needs to be 
taken in the context of a commitment 
by the UK Government to grow its 
health spend in real terms over this 
parliamentary period, whereas the 
Welsh Government plans to cut 
health spend by 8.4 per cent in real 
terms by 2015. 

This will see the Welsh NHS cut 
by more than half a billion pounds in 
real terms over the next three years. 

I worry for the outcome and am 
determined to see improvements in 
whichever way they can be achieved.

Complaints 
against police 
are down 10% 


COMPLAINTS 
against South 
Wales Police fell by 
more than 10 per 
cent in the last year, 
according to a 
report presented to 
the South Wales 
Police Authority. 

“The figures, provid¬ 
ed to the authority’s 
Quality of Service 
group, show that the 
number of allegations 
dropped from 1,170 in 
2010/11 to 1,047 in 
2011/12-a drop of 10.5 
per cent,” a police 
spokeswoman said. 

“There was also a fall 
in the number of people 
who complained, from 


642 in 2010/11 to 612 in 
2011/12. Over the past 
four years, there has 
been an annual drop in 
complaints cases, from 
774 in 2008/09.” 

Vice-chair of the 
police authority, and lead 
member for complaint 
issues, Mr John 
Littlechild, said: 

“The figures of 1,047 
allegations from 612 
complainants is particu¬ 
larly pleasing when you 
put into context the num¬ 
ber of the people who 
come into contact with 
South Wales Police each 
year/ 

“The number of peo¬ 
ple who complain about 
our service is a very 
small proportion.” 


Trekking the 
northern Vale 
countryside... 


WITH a forecast of 
frequent showers, 12 
Vale Ramblers left 
Colwinston to walk 
nine miles on some of 
the lesser known 
paths of the Vale.

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Cowbridge Charter Trust to push on with town 
wall renovations after funds granted by council 


THE Cowbridge 
Charter Trust is to 
push on with plans to 
further renovate the 
old town walls sur¬ 
rounding Old Hall 
Gardens, after the 
Vale Council provided 
a grant of £6,693 to 
help them reach their 
projected target of 
£22,310. 

The work aims to 
look at the old walls 
spread around the town, 
but primarily those sur¬ 
rounding Old Hall 
Gardens. 

As well as cleaning 
up the walls by remov¬ 
ing invasive plant life 
such as ivy, there are 
also plans to create two 


visitor display boards to 
describe the work being 
carried out in the area. 

There are also plans 
for associated landscap¬ 
ing to preserve wildlife 
and introduce native 
plants, renovation of the 
remaining stone bound¬ 
ary walls and a two-year 
maintenance plan to 
keep the walls ‘in 
shape’. 

Work in the future 
will include exploring 
the walls to find and 
restore the original 
medieval parts of the 
structure. 

The initial £15,617 
came from a ‘Pride in 
our Heritage’ grant, and 
now the Vale Council 
has made up the shortfall 


the work can go ahead 
as soon as it is put in 
writing to the contrac¬ 
tors. 

Charter Trust chair¬ 
man Peter Jones spoke 
to The GEM to explain 
the current situation. 

He said: “At the 
moment we have a situa¬ 
tion of stone walls and 
ivy together, which is 
never a good combina¬ 
tion. 

“We aim to create 
free-standing towers of 
ivy to compensate the 
loss of cleaning the 
walls, as well as provid¬ 
ing nesting sites and 
habitat for other local 
wildlife nearby.” 

Mr Jones added that 
the Trust aimed to

expand its involvement 
in Cowbridge and that 
there were bigger plans 
afoot to renovate other 
areas of the town. 

“We want to keep our 
impetus going, to 
improve the entire area. 
Our work will out-flow 
from this and there are 
plenty of areas we will 
look to improve. 

“The work will start 
next month and continue 
throughout the summer. 
It’s good timing really. 
You can’t work on the 
stone when it’s too cold 
and icy, nor when the 
sun in the sky is too 
hot.” 

Gardens committee 
member .John Sherwood 
outlined that sustainabil¬ 
ity was a top priority of 
the work. 

He told The GEM: 


“The ivy had to be 
stripped off, it was bad 
for the walls. We are 
going to introduce non- 
intrusive plants to the 
walls to replace them. 

“We want to keep the 
garden self-sustaining. 
We will be composting 
as much as we can, 
removing waste and 
returning it to the 
ground.” 

Over the past two 
years the Trust has 
received over £130,000 
in grants in order to con¬ 
tinue maintaining areas 
of Cowbridge for the 
benefit of the communi¬ 
ty, and gardening expert 
Richard Browning says 
that they will continue to 
apply in order to achieve 
their targets. 

“We have also 
applied for an 


Environment Wales 
grant to give the pond an 
island-like structure in 
the middle for introduc¬ 
ing water plants. 

“That will take place 
in the autumn as we 
won’t have to do much 
watering, making it even 
more environmentally 
friendly,” he explained. 

Chair of the gardens 
sub-committee, Linda 
Osborn, stressed that the 
council had been co¬ 
operative, stating: “They 
are just strapped for 
cash. They still do the 
large jobs that we can’t 
afford, like cutting dead 
trees away.” 

The work was best 


summed up by Richard 
Browning, who stated: 
“We get great pleasure 
from this. It’s good to be 
working together with 
people I didn’t know 
before, or people I did 
know and had lost con¬ 
tact with. It feels like 
we’re giving something 
back to the community.” 

And Peter Jones 
insisted that they will 
continue their work as 
this was part of a “con¬ 
tinuing process”, and 
that there are more proj¬ 
ects in the pipeline going 
forward. 

He added: “We will 
continue to expand our 
interest throughout 


Cowbridge and I can’t 
see why we can’t have a 
contribution in benefit¬ 
ing Cowbridge.” 

If you would like to 
lend a hand and get 
involved, go along to the 
Old Hall Gardens on 
Thursday mornings from 
9.30pm-12.30pm. All 
volunteers are welcome. 

All tools are provided, 
but it is recommended 
that you wear suitable 
clothes and footwear.

THE TALE OF TELYNAU MORGANNWG... 


AFTER many years making harps, 
attending eisteddfodau, exhibitions and 
general discussions with harp teachers 
and students, a thought came to my mind 
that it would be beneficial for harp stu¬ 
dents to meet collectively with harp 
teachers other than their own, to learn 
different techniques of playing, writes T 
Merlin Haddock. 

Being a harp maker and not a harpist, I 
approached two friends of mine, Meinir Heulyn, 
then the principal harpist of the Orchestra of Welsh 
National, together with Gillian Green, peripatetic 
harp teacher for the Mid-Glamorgan Education 
Authority, with the view to holding a weekend 
course in harp playing techniques. 

Having Tabernacle Chapel, Pontycymer, directly 
opposite my workshop (and with adequate park¬ 
ing), it appeared to be the ideal venue for an exper¬ 
imental harp-teaching weekend. 

After many meetings, we decided to hold this 
event during the spring half-term of March, 1982. 
As we had no idea of the number of students apply¬ 
ing, Meinir coerced Valerie Aldrich-Smith, princi¬ 
pal harpist of the BBC Welsh Symphony Orchestra 
to help out. 

The weekend turned out to be a resounding suc¬ 
cess, with 30 harp students in attendance - so much 
so, we held a further course the following Easter 
weekend - with a surprising greatly increased 
attendance. 

With the increased number of students attending 
the second course, together with the majority com¬ 
ing from the mid and south Glamorgan area, it was 
agreed to find a venue that would be large enough 
and more central to hold further courses. 

The College of Music and Drama at Cardiff 
appeared to be the ideal venue. In 1984, the harp 
school was named Telynau Morgannwg (The 
Glamorgan Harp Guild) and transferred to Cardiff. 

The official opening began with a recital by 
Edward Witsenburg on April 18, 1984, followed by

a masterclass on April 21 at the Reardon-Smith 
Lecture Theatre, Cardiff. 

Ever since those early days, courses, seminars, 
workshops and recitals by world famous harpists 
such as Nancy Allen and Marisa Robles have been 
organised by Telynau Morgannwg. 

In 2002, Telynau Morgannwg celebrated its 20th 
anniversary at the Welsh College of Music and 
Drama with recitals given by leuan Jones, professor 
at the Royal College of Music, London, and Catrin 
Einch, formerly harpist to the Prince of Wales. 

During the past 30 years, the organisation has 
out-grown the Royal Welsh College of Music and 
Drama. 

Last Saturday (April 21) Telynau Morgannwg 
celebrated its 30th anniversary at its new venue - 
Theatre Soar, Merthyr Tudfil - with a record entry 
of 60 students; ages ranging from seven years to the 
mid 60s. 

I was absolutely amazed by the enthusiasm and 
dedication of a Miss Chloe Roberts of Maes Glas, 
Elintshire, who had left home at 5 am in order to be 
on time for the start of the course. 

This in itself is proof enough of the high standard 
these courses have developed over the years. 

During the lunch break, everyone present at the 
theatre was treated to a harp recital given by stu¬ 
dents of the Royal Welsh College of Music and 
Drama, which included a performance of Salzedo’s 
Dances and Parish Alvars’ Introduction Cadenza 
and Rondo, performed by Hannah Stone, who is 
currently the royal harpist to Prince Charles. 

An added bonus for yours truly was that I had the 
pleasure of coming face-to-face with a 3 6-string

student harp I built way back during 1976, which I 
must say was in prime condition and not approach¬ 
ing its sell-by date (like myself!).

‘Eureka’ moment when one of the parents said: 
“What a wonderful legacy you’ve left. Merlin”. 

It’s a rewarding thought that Meinir and Gillian, 
together with the teachers over the years, have ben¬ 
efited many hundreds of students with these cours¬ 
es. 

I sincerely wish to thank Meinir Heulyn and 
Gillian Green for their hard work and perseverance 
over the years in the development of our national 
instrument in Wales and, to coin a phrase that sums 
up their united efforts: ‘large streams from little 
fountains flow, tall oaks from little acorns grow’. 

My sincere thanks to all who have contributed in 
some way or another in furthering the development 
of Telynau Morgannwg and establishing it as an 
example to all other harp playing communities 
world-wide.

O NE thing 
that watch¬ 
ing lots of 
films does, is to 
lower your ability 
to be truly sur¬ 
prised... 

After all, we know 
that in a romantic come¬ 
dy, the couple will 
always end up together, 
in an action movie good 
will triumph no matter 
how unlikely, and in 
horror movies attractive 
teenagers are a magnet 
for psychopathic mur¬ 
derers and the majority 
are unlikely to see the 
end credits. 

So when a a horror 
film comes along prom¬ 
ising to offer something 
different then you ready 
your pinch of salt and 
give the filmmakers a 
chance. This is what is 
promised in The Cabin 
In The Woods where five 
friends (most notable 
Chris Thor Hemsworth) 
travel to a secluded 
cabin for a fun-filled 
weekend, not realising 
that horror will befall 
them - but not as you 
expect. 

Comely teenagers? 
Check. Scary man warn¬ 
ing you of dangers up 
the road? Check. The 
unmistakable sense of 
being in the wrong place 
at the wrong time? 
Check. So far, so pre¬ 
dictable, but The Cabin 
In The Woods pays more 
than lip service to the 
notion of offering horror 
fans something different; 
the film is certainly a 
step above the majority 


of slasher fare that is 
lapped up on a scarily 
far too frequent basis. 

The film is one of 
those best seen with as 
little prior knowledge as 
possible, so don’t go any 
further unless you have 
seen the film - not even 
a cursory peek! Starting 
in a starchy, white collar 
office where two work¬ 
ers (Richard Jenkins and 
the always-superb 
Bradley Whitford) shoot 
the breeze, you realise 
that this isn't your com¬ 
mon or garden horror 
film. 

Instead, over the 
course of its 95 minutes 
the film dances a merry 
jig between out and out 
horror and clever decon¬ 
struction of the genre 
and its cliches. 

So we get a muscular 
jock who is a sociology 
major, the permanently 
stoned character who is 
more alert than any of 
the group and so forth; 
writers Drew Goddard 
and Joss Whedon take a 
rusty bear trap to what 
you think is going to 
happen and play with it, 
to fit their own agenda. 

The film’s biggest 
selling point is its devia¬ 
tion from where you 
think it’s going, but that 
isn’t to say the pair don't 
at least obey some of the 
rules. 

The cast get offed at 
regular intervals in 
bloodshed that falls 
more into the Halloween 
territory rather than the 
torture porn of the likes 
of the Saw franchise, but 
it’s what takes place 


away from the 
teenagers’ struggles that 
causes the most excite¬ 
ment. 

Leaving you hanging 
on as information is drip 
fed through, the audi¬ 
ence find themselves try¬ 
ing to discover just 
where the story is going 
- the answers are imagi¬ 
native and throw things 
in a whole new light. 

Goddard's direction is 
skilled, balancing the 
needs of the story with 
the lust for gore, and 
while the set-pieces don't 
exactly drip with inven¬ 
tion they do at least 
serve the purpose of 
which they are required; 
while his cutting from 
one scenario to another 
is well-balanced, even if 
the conclusion does feel 
overtly reliant on com¬ 
puter-generated imagery. 

The cast are all solid, 
playing their stereotypi¬ 
cal characters with a 
pleasing twist, with 
Kristen Connolly and, 
notably, Fran Kranz 
standing out the most, 
while Whitford and 
Jenkins' easy chemistry 
almost makes you forget 
just what their role in all 
of this is. 

While cine-literate 
fans will find The Cabin 
In The Woods hugely 
nourishing, there is a 
danger that horror fans 
weaned on the likes of 
Hostel will find its glee¬ 
fully disparate take on 
the genre a little too out¬ 
side the box - that it’s 
trying to be too clever in 
a marketplace where the 
classics of yesteryear are 
remade with recldess 
abandon and to dimin¬ 
ishing returns. 

Yet, as a thrill ride 
that takes you and wraps 
you up for its running 
time. The Cabin In The

GRAND NATIONAL 
AGAIN 

Nick Williams won his second 
Dunraven Windows Welsh 
Point-To-Point Grand 

National over three-and-a- 
half miles at rain-sodden 
Bonvilston last Saturday. 

But unlike last year, when he 
won on Paul and Myfanwy Miles’ 
Findlay’s Find, he and his mount 
Dear Vdlez, a former inmate of 
champion trainer Paul Nicholls’ 
yard, had fewer fences to negoti¬ 
ate as officials very wisely omit¬ 
ted two fences, and later three, 
owing to the rainsoaked ground 
on the approach to the obstacles. 


The French-bred Dear Villez, 
owned and trained by Chloe 
Roddick, was made the even- 
money favourite and jumped the 
last of the 12 fences well ahead of 
the fast finishing Gouranga 
Society, whose rider Paul Sheard 
had notched-up his first winner 
when winning this race on 
ItsOnlyMe in 2006. 

The official distance was 12 
lengths, and the runner-up 
snatched second place by a length 
from Little Miss Monty (Emily 
Farr). Young Albert (Bradley 
Gibbs) still had some sort of a 
chance when falling two out and 
Stonebriggs Merc (Joseph 
Williams) finished fourth. The 
other three runners (Charango 
Star, Tiermore and Tom Bach) all 
came to grief. 

Dear Villez was the second leg 
of a double for Williams, which 
had been initiated when Dr Simon 
Clarke’s ll-yQW-oXd Diddle ‘Em, 
always prominent, won the con¬ 
fined by eight lengths from 
YetHolm (John Norman). 

The favourite Molon Labe 
(John Mathias) was leading 
approaching the second last fence 
only to fall. 

16-year-old Charlotte Prichard 
brought her season’s tally of wins 
to seven from just 15 rides when 
taking the hunt race on West Bay 
and the restricted on Wilkinson. 

There was not much between 
David Davies’ West Bay and 
Keith Prichard’s Prince Eleanor 
(Nick Williams) when they 
jumped the last but the latter, the 
odds-on favourite, was clearly 
more tired and took a tumble. 

The judge marked his card 
‘Finished Alone’ but last year’s 
winner Celtic Boy (Laura Grey), 
who had apparently been guided 
around the obstacle by a fence 
steward, and unknown to the 
judge, rode into the place 


reserved for the runner-up and the 
judge’s result was later changed. 

Wilkinson, owned and trained 
by former point-to-point rider 
Nick Tamplin, jumped the last 
upsides No Reason Why (Rachel 
Leyshon) and went on to win by 
just over a length. The nine-year- 
old will probably run next at the 
Tredegar Farmers’ meeting on 
May 5. 

Abergavenny’s Chris West 
made it three wins on the bounce 
when winning the novice riders’ 
race on his Kilshanna, backed 
from 5-1 to 5-2. Kilshanna had a 
length to spare over New Little 
Brie. 

Biggest cheers of the day were 
for Bridgend builder Roger 
Willcox, who won the maiden 
race with his seven-year-old bay 
gelding Traditional Bells. Well 
ridden by Evan David (19), who 
rides out for David Brace, 
Traditional Bells who was com¬ 
pleting the course for the first 
time this season - although he 
could be forgiven his previous 
race as he was unseated by a 
huntsman’s horse; ran out a 25 
lengths winner from Misty Haze 
(Byron Moorcraft) at odds of 10- 
1 . 

Mr Willcox admitted to back¬ 
ing his horse but said he didn’t 
have as much on as he had the last 
time it ran. Backers of the odds- 
on favourite Duke Of Croatia 
(John Mathias) didn’t have much 
of a run for their money as it came 
down at the third fence. 

Considering the wet weather 
the crowd seemed a decent one 
and enthusiasts will now be look¬ 
ing forward to the Countryside 
Alliance (Wales) fixture here on 
June 4.

I T is, perhaps, a 
little optimistic 
to expect the 
Citroen C4 to 
deliver this type of 
performance, but 
the 2-litre HDi 
model tested packs 
a powerful ISObhp 
punch nevertheless. 

In the week when 
Francis Maude MP 
advised everyone to 
stockpile fuel in jerry 
cans, and petrol stations 
closed as motorists pan¬ 
icked unduly, the eco¬ 
nomical Citroen C4 was 
an excellent vehicle to 
drive. 

It returned well over 
50mpg, much to the 


Chancellor’s frustration. 
Many spectators ques¬ 
tioned whether the run 
on the pumps was in 
fact engineered by our 
out of touch leaders. 

What else does a 
cash-strapped 
Government do when it 
has a shortfall to meet at 
the end of the tax year? 

The poor motorist is 
such an easy target. 
Some despicable 
garages saw fit to actu¬ 
ally increase the cost of 
their fuel during this tor¬ 
rid time by as much as 
15 pence a litre. 

These operators have 
kept their artificially 
inflated prices, too.

need for efficient cars 
has never been greater. 

To this end, I cannot 
fault the C4. According 
to Parkers, the car 
experts, it does have its 
faults, though: “The 
quality of the interior is 
poor and it doesn ’tfeel 
particularly well put 
together, while the over¬ 
assisted steering and 
vague (six-speed) gear¬ 
box mean it’s not 
rewarding to drive.” 

I take issue with this 
statement, finding the 
interior well finished. 

It’s a decent driver’s car, 
which can be enjoyable 
at faster speeds and 
through the bends. 

The C4’s distinctive 
styling makes it stand 
out from Ford, Vauxhall 
and VW. Not dissimilar 
to the Peugeot 308 espe¬ 
cially from the rear, to 
some it might be an 


acquired taste. The large 
chrome two chevron 
Citroen logo takes pride 
of place in the centre of 
the grille. 

As soon as you sit in 
the driver’s seat a home¬ 
ly feeling comes over 
you. 

I’ve never felt this in 
a car before but put it 
down to the fact that the 
seats are positively sofa¬ 


like - they feel like your 
favourite seat at home, 
springier and bouncier 
than usual car seats and 
excellent for soaking up 
the bumps. 

These suede and fab¬ 
ric seats are leather 
edged - added to which, 
the dashboard is inter¬ 
estingly crafted from 
more of a rubber than a 
plastic, which is often 


the case. 

Lock the car and the 
wing mirrors automati¬ 
cally fold, a helpful fea¬ 
ture if parking on a 
roadside preventing 
them from being 
knocked. 

But this could be 
improved if they auto¬ 
matically folded when 
the boot was opened - 
without requiring the car 
to be locked - providing 
peace of mind for those 
unloading at the road¬ 
side. It has a capacious 
boot, too. 

There’s no traditional 
handbrake, instead a 
small switch. 

Personally, I find this 
a little awkward: firstly, 
there’s a delay in wait¬ 
ing for it to engage and 
secondly ,there’s a hill 
brake that the driver has 
to put their faith in.

The C4 certainly has 
a unique personality. Its 
indicators ‘bleep’ differ¬ 
ently to most and there’s 
a particularly futuristic 
noise emitted if a seat- 
belt is not strapped. 

There is a useful 
blind spot alert on the 
wing mirrors similar to 
that found in a Volvo - a 
red light flashes on the 


wing mirrors.
